The body of an unidentified woman 
who had apparenUy died in a long and 
frantle’ fight with an assailant. was 
found yesterday in dense underbrush 
on a knoll near GQaklanad Avenue, West 
New Brighton, 8S. 1: Indications of the 
terrific struggle and of violent death 
convinced the, police that a short hemp 
rope tied about the woman's neck in 
a ‘“‘hangman’s knot” had not been 
placed thére by the woman with intent 
to commit suicide, but had been used 
Sy a murderer. 

Stumbling through the’ heavy brush 
of the knoll, which overlooks New York 
Bay and Staten Island Sound, two hunt- 
ers..at dusk last night came upon the 
body in the centre of an area of 
trampled grass and broken twigs. Their 
attention had been directed to the spot 
by their dogs, which refused to leave 
the wood and circled round the knoll, 
barking and growling ominously. 
Expecting to find game in this remote 
spot, more than a half mile from the 
nearest road and house, the hunters 
stumbled about in the brush. When they 
saw the body in the semi-darkness they 
ran out of the cket without marking 
the spot and hurried to West New 
Brighton to n the police. 
Accompanied by the police, Dr. George 
D. Mord, assistant medical examiner, 
and Assistant. District Attorney Norton 
of Richmond, the hunters went back to 
the knoll, but found they had run awsy 
in such excitement that they were un- 
able to recognize the exact spot in the 
darkness. Some of the members of the 
party went to the nearest house for 
lanterns, but were able to get only a 
small table lamp, and with this uncer- 
tain light the men continued their 
stumbling search, through the thickets, 
a policeman holding the lamp high over 
his head. 

Probably Strangied to Death. 
After an hour’s search, the police were 
beginning to chide the hunters and were 
about to abandon the quest when one 
of the party suddenly came upon the 
body in its trodden area. Part of the 
woman’s clothing had been torn off, and 
ragged bits were strewn over the ground, 
with the scattered beads of a strand 
that had been ripped from her neck. 
Looking carefully at the clinched 
hands, the. bruised face and deep 
scratches, the Medical‘ Examiner dis- 
missed the police theory that the case 
was suicide, and declared it was un- 
doubtedly murder.

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The desertion of the Harding camp by a‘former Republican National Committeeman 
and a number of other prominent er Republicans after Senator Harding’s uncom- 
promising rejection of the League of Nations in its present form in his Des Moines ‘speech, 
convinces many observers that the League has taken its place at the eleventh hour as a clear- 
cut issue of the Presidential campaign. But if the League issue is now rending the Republican 
ranks, it is also a matter of common newspaper remark that earlier in the campaign it won 
over to the Harding banner many Irish-American and German-American voters who supported 
Wilson in 1916. And it will be remembered that it was on this issue that the Hearst papers 


abandoned their traditional Democratic allegiance. 


In ‘the Democratic camp Senator Harding’s Des Moines speech was greeted with every 
appearance of rejoicing. The New York Zimes (Dem.) declares that “the election of Cox 
means a League of Nations acceptable. to President Wilson, and Republican success 
apparently precludes American participation in the League,” but, affirms the Baltimore 
American (Rep.), all that Senator Harding has done in this matter has been to “turn his back 
upon the Wilson League and turn his face toward the Constitution and toward the Senate,” 
and the New York Globe (Rep.) is “convinced that Senator Harding will be compelled to move 


for the ratification of the Treaty of Versailles.”

PHILIP K. MINDIL DEAD. 


Dramatic Editor of The Tribune 
Dies After a Long Iliness. 


Philip Kearny Mindil, dramatic’ editor 
of The New York Tribune, died yester- 
day at his home, 451 West THirty-fourth 
Street, after’ an illness of seven months. 
Mr. Mindil was well known in the news- 
paper and publicity world. He had been 
on ‘practically all the New York news- 
papers and at one time was the owner 
and editor of. Vanity Fair. 

Mr. Mindil was born in Philadelphia 
Aug. 3, 1874, and he was a son of the 
late George: W. Mindil, who served as 
Chief -of Staff to General Phil Kearny, 
after whom he was named. He was 
graduated from the Boys’ High School, 
Brooklyn, and since 1892 had been active 
in newspaper work here and in Chicago.
